Gettysburgians awoke today to the 
muffled staccato of gun fire as a small 
arm y of hunters moved on the citadels 
of rabbits and 
squirrels. 
W eather 
ideal for the opening of the small 
game season, with a heavy November 
frost covering the county, a snap and 
tang in the autum n air and a bright 
sun o’erhead. 
Several thousand sportsmen, many 
of them with dogs, eager and alert 
to retrieve cottontails and squirrels, 
were in Aelds and woods of Adams 
county aw aiting the first glimpse of 
dawn, which sent them forward in 
quest of the small game. 
Augmenting sportsmen of G ettys­ 
burg and Adams county were those 
of other counties, attracted to this 
section by reports of plentiful game. 
Captain Stout, of H arrisburg, com­ 
manding E Troop, State Police, with a 
number of his men, was expected to 
mingle with local hunters and to vie 
for the game which this county has 
to offer.

The sweeping claims of victory con­ 
tinued to come today from the rival 
camps, Republicans and Democratic; 
wet and dry, but the key to the great 
biennial election struggle rested with 
the millions who had manifest few 
outward signs of interest and had 
given little hint of how they might be 
expected to vote. 
Issues Mixed 
The big prize in the election from 
the national party standpoint, the con- 
trol of t he 70th congress, was cla imed 
by both sides, with many Democratic* 
managers 
confident that 
they had 
better than a fighting chance to con­ 
trol at least the Senate and with the 
Republican apparently equally as con­ 
fident that any threat of such a re­ 
sult had been removed. 
The issues in the state campaigns 
had become so badly mixed that na­ 
tional party m anages did not under­ 
take to make any general estimates. 
Interest in such campaigns centered 
in New York where Governor Smith 
is waging a fierce battle for election, 
in Maryland, w'here Governor Ritchie’s 
tenure as chief executive is at stake, 
and in Ohio, w'here another Democratic 
presidential candidate possibly might 
emerge.

The Facist Premier was leaving a 
meeting at the stadium and was at the 
moment being acclaimed by the great 
assembly. The youth stepped forward 
and with quick motion fired point 
blank. The bullet cut the sash of the 
grand cordon of the order of St. Maur­ 
ice and St. Lazarus, which adorned the 
Premier’s uniform, ripped away a 
piece of cloth from tho breast of the 
coat and grazed the sleeve of th e .

Arms 
and accoutrements are manufactured 
at the two armouries—79,259 of the 
former having been made in the 
course of the last three years. There 
are no public foundries for ordnance, 
the supply being obtained by contracts 
from private foundries. The military 
force of the United States, at this 
time is 6,000 men.

military7 academy at West Point.

ber of cadets, graduated at this acad­ 
emy, since its first establishment in 
1812, up to July 1825, is 428; of the 
whole number 261 are now in the 
army forming more than half the 
number of its officers, three are in the 
civil service, nine have been killed in 
battle, and 33 have died in service. 
Forty-five of the whole number have 
been attached to the corps of engin­ 
eers, 240 to the artillery and ordnance 
and 134 to other corps.

Carbon under the valves 
will prevent them from seating tight­ 
ly. The remedy here is to keep the 
engine free from carbon, the valves 
clean and be sure th at the timing of 
the valves and the tappet

ment are as set dowm in your instruc­ 
tion book. 
When an engine that is clean, prop­ 
erly lubricated, and has its valves 
ground regularly, shows a aer o J* loss 
of pow’er, the lack of proper compres­ 
sion may safely be ascribed to the 
piston rings having worked into line, 
or the cylinders having worn to a 
point where the pistons are unduly 
loose. 
With the modern type rings, 
the former ii h rare fault nowadays, 
so that the cause is narrowed uovn 
to plain wear. 
These are the chief causes of loss 
of compression. 
W atch the compres­ 
sion—it will save you money that 
otherwise you would give to the re­ 
pairman.

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FARMING RANKS 
SECOND IN STATE 


Value of Pennsylvania Farms in 
1920 Was Nearly Two Bil­ 
lion Dollars. 


Harrisburg. — Pennsylvania’s 
im­ 
portance as an agricultural state was 
outlined in 
a 
statem ent 
today 
by 
Frank P. W illits, secretary of agri­ 
culture. He 
quoted 
from the 1920 
census to show that total valuation of 
farm land, farm buildings, livestock 
and farm equipment was $1,729,000,- 
000. 
“Because 
of 
the 
prominence 
of 
Pennsylvania as an industrial state, 
it is frequently over-looked that agri­ 
culture is one of the major industries 
ranking second among all the indus­ 
tries in the amount of capital invest­ 
ed” he said. 
“The metal and metal 
products industry leads with $2,110,- 
000,000 invested.” 
The secretary declared that agri­ 
culture is a business of small scatter­ 
ed units which tend to make it in­ 
conspicuous. 
He 
pointed 
out 
that 
there is a total of 200,443 farms in 
Pennsylvania with an average invest­ 
ment of $8,000, an average size of 81 
acres and average 
crop 
production 
valued at $1,291 in 192o. 
Commenting on expenditures by pub­ 
lic agencies for the benefit of the 
farmers, Mr. W illits said that in the 
four year period—June I, 1923, to 
May 
31, 
1927—approximately $10,- 
000,000 will be spent by Federal and 
stute agencies for regulatory research 
and 
extension 
work. 
Within this 
period, he said, the estim ated value 
of the important crops is placed at 
$1,074,000,000 to which must be added 
the value of livestock and livestock 
products.
